Dr. Goldberg was born in Aus-

He 
graduated from the Bellevue Hos- 
pital Medical College, New York. 
He later entered the public health 
service. 


Pellagra Work Greatest. 
Dr. Goldberger's greatest achieve- 
ment was his contribution to the 
world's knowledge of pellagra. His 
discoveries are believed to have 
saved thousands from succumbing 
to this malady. He is survived by his 
widow, three sons and a daughter. 
During the 14 years in which Dr. 


Goldbcrger was in charge of public 
health investigations of pellagra, he 
showed the djsease is due to an un- 
balanced diet, and 
demonstrated 


the means whereby it' micht 
be 
prevented and cured. 
His work 


contributed largely to the general 
knowledge of nutrition. 
He dis- 
covered the vitamine "PP" or pel- 
lagra preventitive. and showed that 
dried yeast contains it. and this is 
an inexpensive concentrated safe- 
guard acainst the maladv. 
Several years ago. public health 


officials, said, pellagra was a. com- 
mon disease, particularly in South- 
ern states, but measures taken as 
the result of Dr. Goldberger's dis- 
coveries have virtually erased pel- 
lagra from the list of dread dis- 
eases.

Amidst Forgotten Civilizations—Common Con- 


sciousness of Christians That Cross Express- 


es the Heart of Religion.

Once, during the war, whpe trav- 
through an uninhabited re- 


of the Caucasus mountains, I 
a small oblong 
opening cut 
i; Jb the rocky face of a high cliff. 
l.-lese mfin-macip caves in desert 
places hold 
a peculiar allwe for 


me, and whenever possible I have 
explored thorn. 
This particular 


chamber, I founfl. upon climbing up 
to it had boon toilsomely chiseled 
out of the solid granite. It meas- 
ured perhaps six 
fret each way,

tanta. In Japan the Catholics keep 
a feast called "the Discovery of 
the Christians." for, after genera- 
tions in which the cross was for- 
bidden on pain of death, it was 
found, when religious liberty came, 
that many families had been sec- 
retely treasuring the cross and the 
forbidden faith. 
Only the other 


day, in the Syrian quarter of New 
York City, I saw an oriental wini 
a cross tatooed on his hand, as one 
so often sees it in tho East—an in- 
eradicable profession of faith, in 
the presence of an overwhelming 
Islam. 
So the tale might run endlessly. 


The cross is the accepted symbol of 
Christianity, even as the Apostle 
Paul wrote. Both the mind and the 
heart of mankind 
have perceived 
throughout the ages that the cross 
signifies the central truth of the 
religion of Jesus. And the cross is 
distinctive of Christianity; no oth- 
er religion has it. It is this sign of 
salvation that best gathers up the 
truth embodied in the word and in 
the'life and in the death of the Son 
of God. Take1 away the cross from 
Christianity, and you have left a 
mere philosophy—nothing that it is 
adequate for the surcease 
f the 
sin-conscious 
spirit 
o£ mortal. 
Christianity is Christianity because 
It presents a crucified Saviour. j.ue 
cross is truly "the tree of life."

No motive less powerful than the 


cross can transform human nature 
into unselfishness.

society strive to lift itself by its 
own bootstraps.

Jesus: "I, if I ne lifted up, will 
draw all men unto Me." The world 
needs a Saviour more than it needs 
a teacher or a leader or an organ- 
izer.
